If these for- 
tified positions are reached and 
give way, the chief obstacle re- 
maining before the Germans will 
be a wall of grimly battling Red 
soldiers. 


The nazls are pouring a steady 


•tream of 
reinforcements, 
both 


manpower and mechanized tqutp- 


ment, into the conflict here In an 
effort to smash through these vi- 
tal defenses by sheer weight. The 
conflict is bloody, and the dead 
piled high. 
As a companion piece to 
this 
great crisis, another has boiled up 
in the Far East, and our own 
United States is indirectly involved 
in this. The Japanese government 
has fallen because of a disagree- 
ment over the method of pursuing 
the national policy of expansion. 


The powerful military group has 


been anxious to take advantage of 
Russia's perilous 
position 
and 


strike at Siberia. More cautious 
advisers have feared that such a 
move might brlnp war with Amer- 
ica. 
The fall of the cabinet un- 


doubtedly means that at last this 
issue is to be faced squarely—shall 
Japan cast caution to the winds 
and hit at Russia while the bol- 
ahevlata are battling for their lives 
on the Western front? 


Should Tokyo decide to Usue 


such a challenge, there can be no 
doubt that possibilities of Amer- 
ican Involvement In the war would 
be greatly increased.

Four hundred men present at a 
union meeting last night, booed 
down Orvllle Kincald. their re- 
gional director, when he attempted 
to announce the results of wage 
adjustment negotiations he

carried on with the management. 
One critic said the adjustments 
called for an increase on only one 
cent an hour for common labor, 
and a picket line was formed at 
the plant gates a short while later. 
The CIO Union has had a contract 
with the company since July 16.

young girl companions with whom 
he was running away to Maine. 


The victim was 
Identified 
by 


Maryland state police as Grainger 
C. Browning, 40, of Mt. Olive, N. 
C., who had driven his automobile 
and trailer to Alexandria to work 
on nearby defense projects. 


Young Cox was quoted by As- 
sistant County Attorney Richard 
S. Chapman as saying that he had 
shot a man he knew 
only as 
"Browning" when the latter tried 
to make love to one of the girls, 
and that he had then dumped his 
body near a Maryland roadside. 


Cox was held by police as a fugi- 


tive from justice as they investi- 
gated his story, as were his two 
companions, identified on the police 
records as Ida May Price, 16*, and 
Leona Ellen Cunningham, 14, both 
of Alexandria. Both girls 
were 
stockingless. 


While the authorities queried the 


trio about the blood-stained auto- 
mobile in which 
they 
drove to 
Portland, 
a Baltimore reporter 
"scooped" police by finding Brown- 
Ing's body In a clump of bushes six 
miles south of ConowJngo, Md. 


Edward Freeman of trie Balti- 
more News-Post said the 
man's 


face was covered with blood, and 
that his pockets had been turned 
inside out. 


The sobbing Cox was quoted by 


police here as saying the man he

vocational school in Washington. 
The Price girl,

said, 


identified her father as Arthur 
M. Price, a 
Washington 
navy 
yard moulder, and the cunniiifi- 
ham girl said she was the daugh- 
ter of Lindsay E. Cunningham, 
an Alexandria carpenter. 
Assistant County Attorney Rich- 
ard S. Chapman said tho boy 
maintained tne contractor, known 
to the young trio only as "Brown- 
ing," tried to make advances to 
one of tho girls—they were 14 
and 15 years old, respectively-- 
and that when his remonstrances

MAY BE USED FOR 
HUMAN TRANSFUSION 
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ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct 15. 


—Part of the bluest blood of 


American dairy and 
beef cattle 


will soon be flowing in the veins 
of human beings who require blood 
transfusions. 


This development, dreamed of by 


scientists since medieval days when 
whole animal blood was 
experi- 


mented with for transfusions and 
failed, is nn actuality now in part, 
Dr. M. V. Veldce, surgeon of the 
National Institute of Health, U. S. 
Public Health Service, 
told 
the 


American Public Health Associa- 
tion today. 
Dr. Veldee said he has already 


transfused serum albumin, one of 
the protein substances 
found 
in 


most animal tissues from cows to 
human volunteers. 


"It has baen demonstrated that 


crystalline 
serum 
albumin 
can 


be isolated from bovine blood at 
low cost and it is surprisingly simi- 
lar to the .same fraction from hu- 
man blood," he declared. 


"Limited therapeutic trials up to 


the present 
certainly Justify the 


hope that chemically pure bovine 
ficrum albumin can be substituted

The 
objective of plant destruction ia 
to deprive the weevils of a supply 
of food and force them Into hi- 
bernation Ju a weakened, starved 
condition. 
Many immatui'o wee- 
vils remaining In late maturing 
bolls and squares also would be 
destroyed. 


Under the most favorable condi- 
tions of 
feed 
and temperature 
only five to six per cent of hiber- 
nating weevils survico the winter, 
Slddall explains, 


For thorough destruction of the 
plants is is necessary to plow 
them up or cut them below the 
surface. 
This will prevent fall 
sprouting and fruiting of the cot- 
ton roots and thus deprive 
the 


weevils of their only food supply 
up to the time they hibernate. 


"Unlike some 
other 
cottor. 
pests," Siddall says, "the weevil 
has no other host plant than cot- 
ton, 
which attempts to fruit as 


long as there

it.
